6. The editor in chief reported on a few suggested changes in the Outline Guide. 
He stressed the flexibility of the Guide according to the area being covered. A 
compete revision of the Guide is being deferred until a comparison study of the 
BBBHM JANIS outlines, and a survey of 101 letters 'from users of JAN IS is completed. 
The list of suggested Outline Guide changes was included in the copies of the 
Guides distributed around the meeting table. 

25X1X7 In connection with these suggested Outline Guide changes, Lt. Col. DeHority 

discussed th^^ac^ision of fleet anchorages in the Chapter IV outline. Dr. Sharpe 
explained MHBHMB stresses anchorages in coastal chapter more than JANIS, and the 
suggestion is made to include this subject in the Chapter's Introduction, cross- 
referencing it to Chapter VI. 

Dr. Black of the State Department Map Division discussed the suggested 
change in Chapter XIII outline of map evaluation by chapter, and indicated this 
would entail considerable liaison and cooperation with allcontributors during 
process of work on this JANIS. 

The Director pointed out that the Participating Personnel List is circu- 
lated primarily so that each contributor will be informed of others working on 
same project. 

Dr. Fleming of Hydrographic Office brought up question of snow and ice 
being treated in Climate and Weather chapter, or Transportation chapter. The Director 
replied that the coastal chapter will have ice problems also, and that sea ice 
will show up in Dr. Fleming's Chapter III, Oceanography. 


7. Dr. Sharpe discussed Memoranda 44, Instruction for Preparation of Text, 
and stressed that all authors and typists consult these instructions prior to 
beginning a JANIS. Changes in format of bibliography, which were included in each 
copy of the Outline Guide distributed at beginning of meeting, occur through the 
change in method of printing - linotype instead of electric machine. 

8. Mrs. Kingman discussed Memoranda 45, Instructions to Cartographers and 
Draftsmen, stressing that each person working on JANIS cartographic work should 
have access to tills memoranda, and that all maps coming into JISPB should be ready 
for printing, inasmuch as JISPB is not equipped to re-draft maps. She explained 
that base maps are prepared in blue-line and mailed to contributors to be used as 
work maps for researchers. The same base map is also prepared in "dy-rlte" to 

be used by contributors utilizing a light table, under which a blue-line is useless. 
Maps prepared with two or more colors should be prepared on a separate overlay. 

If a small page-size map is desired, reproduced in black and white, JISPB is prepared 
to furnish same.

9* The Director next discussed JANIS Briefs. He reported that a memoranda had 
been sent a few months ago to all contributors asking them to consider feasibility 
of preparing a preliminary abstract of the area, before writing the detailed chapter, 
but after the research had been completed. The Joint War Planners are extremely 
anxious to get JANIS material as soon as possible and feel that a Brief will suffice 
for the great part of their needs. Most of the contributors answered the memoranda 
indicating that preparation of a Brief at the time the research is completed would 
result in delaying the whole job from 2 to 4 weeks. If a preliminary Brief could 
be prepared without delaying the whole chapter any more than one month, and if it 
could be submitted to JISPB at least two months before the deadline of the complete 
chapter, such a program should' be started. Maps submitted with this Brief could 
be pencil lines on the blue-line base map, and just such maps as would be useful 
could accompany this preliminary Brief. The subject of this Brief is to be dis- 
cussed at a JTS meeting within a few days, and if decision is reached to require 
a preliminary Brief, contributors will be so informed by memoranda.

11. A discussion followed on a deadline date for JANIS 404* A tentative date 
of 1 September 1947 was suggested. Dr. Denny stated that Chapter IX research on 
both 404 and 405 would be completed by then, and could be written in two sections. 
Dr. Fleming of Chapter III and Dr. Denny indicated a date of 1 November 1947 as 
a possible deadline to meet. Most contributors reported that research on both 
404 and 405 would be simultaneous and would indicate submission to JISPB as of 
1 September or 1 November 1947 for 404, then Trans Ural, and JANIS 404 by 
1 February 1948. 

There being no further business to discuss, meeting was adjourned. 
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
